But firſt receive them: and 
ſince we have the whole world in contempla- 
tion , conſider in theſe words, the foure quar- 
ters of the world, by application, by fair and 
juſt accommodations of the words. Firſt, in 


| the firſt word that' God ſpeaks here, Faciamn, 


Let Vs, inthe plurall, (a denotation of divers 
perſons inthe Godhead) we conſider our Eaſt, 
where we muſt begin, at the knowledge and 
confeſſion of the Trinity : for though in the 
way to heaven we have travelled beyond the 
Gentiles, when we come to confeſle but one 
God ( the Gentiles could not do that ) yet we 
are ſtill among the Jews, if we think that one 
God to be but one perſon, Chriſts name is 0r-- 
ens,cthe Eaſt; if we will benamed by him, (cal- 
led Chriſtians) we muſt look to this Eaſt, the 
confeſſion of rhe Trinitic : there is then-our 
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Eaſt in the Faciames, Let Us,Us make man: And | | 
then 
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then our Welt is in the next word, Fariemus 
hominem: Though we be thus made; made by 
the councell , made by the concurrence, made 
by the hand of the whole Trinity: yet weare 
made but men; and man but in the appellation 
in this Text; and man there is but Adam; and 


Adam is bur earth, but red earth, died red in 
bloud, in bloud, in foul, the bloud of our own 
ſouls. To that Weſt we muſtall come, to the 
earth; 7 he ſunne knoweth his going down : even 
the ſunne, for all his glory and height, hatha 
going down, and he knows it. The higheſt can- 
not deveſt mortality, nor the diſcomfort of 
mortality. When you ſee a cloud riſe out of the 
weſt , ſtraightway you ſay , There cometh a ſtorm, 
ſfayes Chriſt: Whenour of the region of your 
Weſt, (thar is, your latter dayes) there comes 
a cloud, a ſicknefle; you feel a ftorm.: even the 
beſt morall conſtancie is ſhaken. Bur this cloud, 
and this ſtorm, and this Weſt there muſt be; 
and that is our ſecond conſideration. But then 
the next word deſignes a North, a frong | 
and powerfull North, to ſcatter and diſſipate 
theſe clouds: Ad imaginem & ſimilitudinem, 
that we are made according to a pattern, to an 
image, to a likenefſe, which God propoſed to 
himſ{clf for the making of man. This conſide- 
ration,that God did not reſt in that preexiſtent 
matter, out of which he made all other crca- 


| marter , for the making of man; but took a

form, a pattern, a modell for that work: This 
is the North-winde that is called upon to car- 
rie out the perfumes of the garden, to ſpread 
the gondneilc of God abroad: this is that which 
is intended inJob; Fair weather cometh out of the 
North.

departs from our bodje: And thatis our South, 
our Meridionall height and glory. And when 


we have thus ſeen this Eaſt, in the Faciammns; 
that I am the workmanſhip and care of the 
whole Trinitic; and this Weſt,in the Hominem; 
that for all this, my matter , my ſubſtance is 
but earth; Burt then a North, a power of over- 
coming that lawand miſerable ſtate, 1» imagine; 


ledge that this image is not the image of angels 
| them- 


that though in my matter the earth, 1 muſt die; 
| yer in my form, tin that image which I am made |, 
by,T cannot die: And after all, a South, aknow- 
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themſelves, to whom we ſhall be likey bur ir is | 
by the ſame life by which thoſe angels them- 
ſelves were made, the image of God himſelf: 
when I have gone overthis Eaſt, and Weſt, and 
Notth, & South here in this world, I ſhould be 
| ſorie, as eMAlexander was,if there were no-more 
worlds. Bur there is another world , which 
theſe conſiderations will diſcover and leade us 
to, in which our joy and our glorie ſhall be to 
ſee that God eflenrially, and, face to face, after 
whoſe image and likenefle we were made be- 
fore. Bur as that Pilot, which hath harboured 
his ſhip ſo farre within land, as that he muſt 
have change of windes, inall the points of the 
compaſſe, to bring her out, cannot hope to 
bring her out inone day: ſo being to tranſport 
you by occaſion of theſe words, from this 
world to the next, and in this world, through 
all the compaſle, all the foure quarters thereof, | 
I cannot hopeto make all this voyage today.

he manifeſtation of the Trinitiez The Trinitie, 

which is the firſt letter in his Alphabet, that 
ever thinks to reade his name in the Book of 
life , the firſt note in his Gammurt, that ever 
thinks to ſing his part in the Triumphant 
Church. Let him have done as much as all 
the worthies, and ſuffer as much as all natures | 
martyrs, the penurious Philoſophers; let him 
have known as much as they pretend to know, 
Omne ſcibile, all that can be known; nay, and 17- 
intelligibilia , In-inveſtigabilia ( as Tertullian 
ſpeaks ) un-underſtandable things , unrevea- 
| led decrees of God: let him have writas much 
'as eAriftotle writ, or as is written upon Ariſtotle 
 ( which is multiplicationenough ) yet he hath 
not learned to ſpell, that hath not lcarned the 
Trinitie: he hath not learned co pronounce the } 
firſt word, that cannot bring three perſons into | 
one God. The ſubject of naturall Philoſo- 

phers, are the foure elements, which God 

made: the ſubje& of ſupernaturall Philoſophie, 

Divinitie, are the three elements which God 

is; and (if we may ſo ſpeak ) which make 

God, thar is, conſtiture God, notiftie God to 


us, Father, Sonne, and holy Ghoſt. The na- 
turall 


, 
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turall man, that hearkens to his own heart, 

and the law written there, may produce adti- | 
ons that are good; good in the nature,and mat- 
ter, and ſubſtance of the work: he may relieve 


the poore, he may defend the oppreſfed ; but 
yethe is but as an open field: and though he 
be not abſolutely barren, he bears bur graſle. 
The godly man, he that hath taken in the 


knowledge of a great and powerfull God, and ; 


incloſed and hedged in himſelf with the fear of 
God, may produce actions better then the 
meer nature of man, becauſe he referres his 
actions to the glorie of an imagined God: 
but yet this man, though he be more fruitful 
then the former, more then a-graſſie field , is 
but a ploughed field, and bears but corn, and 
corn (God knows ): choked with weeds. But 
the man that hath taken hold of God,by thoſe 
handles, by which God hath delivered and 


Sonne, and holy Ghoſt; he is no field, but a 
oarden, a garden of Gods planting , paradiſe, 
in which grow all things good to cat,and good 
to ſee ( ſpirituall refeRtion, and ſpirituall re- 
creation too) and all things good to cure: he 
harh his being, and his dier, and his phyſick 
there, in the knowledge of the Trinitie: his be- 
ing, inthe mercie of the Father ; his phyſick, 
in_the merits of his Sonne; his diet, his daily 


bread, in the daily viſitations of the holy 
Ghoſt, God is not pleaſed, not ſatisfied with 
our. 


manifeſted himſelf, in the notions of Father, t 


w 


our bare knowledge that there is a God; for, 
Hebr.11.6. '7 is impoſsible to pleaſe God without faith : and 
' there is no ſuch exerciſe of faith in the know- 
ledge of a God, but that reaſon and nature 
will bring a man to it. When we profeſle 
God in the Creed, by way of belicf, Credo in 
Denm, 1 beleeve in God; in the ſame article we 
profefſe him to be a Father too ; 7 beleeve in 
God the Father Almightie:and that notion, the 
Father, neceſſarily implies a ſecond perſon, a. 
Sonne, And then we profeſle him to be maker 
of heaven and earth:and in the creation the ho- 
ly Ghoſt, the Spirit of God,is expreſlely na- 
med: ſo that we do but exerciſe reaſon and 
nature in direQing our ſelves upon God : we 
exerciſe not Faith (and without faith it is im- 
poſsible to pleaſe God) till we come to that which 
is above nature, till we apprehend a Trinitie: 
we know God, we beleeve in the Trinitie. 
The Gentiles multiplied gods; there were al- 
moſt as many gods as men that beleeved in 
them; and I am got out of that throng , and 
out of that noiſe, when I am come into the 
knowledge of one God : but I am got above 
ſtairs, got into the bed-chamber, when I am 
come to ſee the Trinitie, and to apprehend not 
onely, that I amin the care of a great & power- 
full God, but that there is a Father that made | 
me, a Sonne that redeemed me, a holy Ghoſt ; 
that applies this good purpoſe of the Father | 
and Sonne upottme, to me. The root of all is}

God. But it is not the way to receive-fruits, 
ro dig to.the root, but to reach to the boughs: 
I reach for my creation, to the Father; formy

Truely it is a ſad contemplation to ſee 
Chriſtians ſcratch, and wound, and teare one

uncharitable names of Heretick and Schiſina- 


tick, about ceremoniall and problematicall, 


and indeed bur criticall verball controverſies; 
and'in the mean time, the foundation of all,the 
Trinitie, undermined by thoſe numerous,thoſe 
multitudinous ant-hills of Socinians , that -0- 
verflow ſome parts of the Chriſtian world, 
and multiply every where. And therefore the 
adverſaries of the Reformation were wiſe in 
their generation, when,to ſupplant the credit 
of both. thoſe great aſſiſtants of the Reforma- 
tion, Luther & Calvin, they impute to Calvin 
fundamentall errour in the divinitie of the ſe- 
cond perſon of the Trinitie, the Sonne ; And 
they impute to Luther a deteſtation of the 
word Trinitie, and an expunction thereof, in all 
places of the Liturgie, where the Church had 
received that word : They knew well, if that 
{lander could prevail againſt thoſe perſons, 
nothing that they could ſay, could prevail| 
uponany good Chriſtians, But though in our 
Doctrine we keep up the Trinitie aright ; yet

God knows, in our Praiſe we do not: I hope 
it cannot be ſaid of any of us, that he beleeves 
not the Trinitie :but who amongſt us thinks of 
the Trinitie; conſiders of the Trinitie? Father 
and Sonne do naturally imply and induce one 


conſideration; but for the holy Ghoſt , who 
feels him , when he feels him ? who takes 
knowledge of his working, when he works? 
Indeed our Fathers provided not well enough 
for the worſhip of the whole Trinitie, nor of 
the holy Ghoſt in particular, in the endow- 
ments of the Church,and conſecrations of the 
Churches, and poſſeſſions in their names : what 
a ſpirituall dominion in the Prayers & worſhip 
of the people, what a temporall dominion in 
the poſſeſhons of the world , had the Virgin 
Marie, Queen of heaven, and Queen of earth 
too ! She was made joynt-purchaſer of the 
Church with the Sonne,and had aſmuch of the 
worſhip thereof as he, though ſhe paid her 


Fine in milk, and he in bloud: And, till a new 
| ſe& came in her Sonnes name, and in his name, 
' the name of Jeſus,took the Regencie ſo farre 
| out of that Queen-mothers hands,and ſued out 
her ſonnes liverie ſo farre,as that, though her 
name be uſed, the Virgin'Marie is but a Feofee 
intruſt forthem; all was hers. And if God op- 
poſe not theſe new uſurpers of the world, po- 
ſteritie will ſoon ſee S. /gnatins worth all the 
Trinitie in poflefſions and endowments ; and

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that ſumptuous and ſplendid foundation of his 
firſt Temple at Rome, may well create a cOn- 
jeure and ſuſpicion. Travell no farther; Sur- 
vey but this Citie, and, of their not one hun- 
dred Churches,the Virgin Marie hath a dozen: 
The Trinitie hath bur one; Chriſt hath burone; 
the holy Ghoſt hath none. But not to I into 
the Citie, nor out of our ſelves, which of us 
doth truely & confiderately aſcribe the com- 
forts that he reccives in dangers or indiſtreſles, 
to that God of all comfort, the Comforter, 

the holy Ghoſt? We know who procured us | 
our preſentation, and our diſpenſation : you 
know. who procured you your offices, and 
your honours : Shall I ever forget who gave 
me my comfort in ficknefſe: who gave me my 
comfort in the troubles, and perplexities, and 
diffidencies of my conſcience ? The holy 


The holy Ghoſt opens your cares and your 
hearts here. Till in all your diſtreſſes you ſay, 


you feel a comfort in his coming : you can 
never ſay, Yeni Domine Jeſu, Come Lord Jeſus, 
come to judgement, Never to conſider the da 
of judgement, is a fearfull thing; but to conſf1- 
der the day of judgement without the holy 
Ghoſt, is a thouſand times more fearfull. 
This ſeal then, this impreſſion, this notion 
of the Trinitie, being fet upon us in this firſt 
plurall word of our Text, Faciamns, Let us (for

this ſeal being reimprinted upon us in our ſe. 
cond Creation, or Regeneration, in Baptiſme, 
(man is baptized in the name of the Father,

character from Jew and Gentile;this being our 
ſpecificall form ; why doth not this our form, 
this ſoul of our Religion denominate us? why 
are we not called Trinitariavs , a name that 
would embrace the profeſſion of all the per- 
ſons; but onely Chriſtians, which limits and de- 
termines us upon one © The firſt Chriſtians, 
amongſt whoſe manifold perſecutions, ſcorn 
and contempt was not the leaſt, in contempt 
and ſcorn were called Nazare:, Nazarites, in the 
mouth of the vulgar ; and Galle, Galileans, in 
the mouth of 7ulian;8& Judei,Fews,in the mouth 
of Nero,when he imputed the burning of Rome 
(his own art)to themzand Chriſtiani,Chriftians, 
ſo that (as Tertullian ſayes) they could accuſe 
Chriſtians of nothing, bur the name of Chri- 
ſtians: and yer they could not call them by 
their right name of Chriſtians, which was gen- 
tle, quier,ca(ic,paticnt men, madeto be troden 
upon ; but they gave them divers names in 
ſcorn, yet never called them Trinitarians, Chri- 
ſtians themſelves amongſt themſclves were 
called by divers names in the Primitive 
Church, for diſtinction; Fideles, the Faithfull, 
and Fratres, the Brethren; and Diſcipuli, Diſci- 
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Chriſtians : and after that (they ſay,by a. coun- 
cell whichthe Apoſtles held at the ſame Citie, 
at Antioch) there paſſed an exprefle Canon of 
the Church , that they ſhould be called. fo, 
Chriſtians : And before they had this namear 
Antioch,firſt by common uſage, after by a de- 
terminate Canon, to be called Chriſtians, from

likely from the name of eſ#s) 7eſſeans. And fo 


ſome fragments, fome reliques of the Chriſtian 


whom thoſe Countreys call Zeſſeans,doubtleſly 


Philo Fudens, in that book which he writes de 
7eſſess, intends by his 7eſſeans, Chriſtians, And 
in divers parts of the world, into which Chri- 
ſtians travell now, they finde ſome elements, 


religion,in the practiſe of ſome religious. men, 


derived and continued from the name of 7eſus. 

So that the Chriſtians took many names, to 
themſelves for diſtintion(Brethren, Diſciples, 
Faithfull) and they had many names put upon 
them in ſcorn (Nazarites, Galileans, Jews, 
Chriſtians) 8 yet they were neverby cuſtome 
amonglit themſelves, never by commandment 
from the Church, never in contempt from 0- 
thers, called Trinitarians, the profeſſion of the 
Trinitic being their ſpecifick form, and diſtin- 
ctive character. Why ſo? Beloved,the name of 
Chriſt involved all: not onely becauſer is a | 
name thar hath a dignitie in it, more then th2 


reſt (for Chriſt is an anointed perſon, a King,

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ples; & after,by common cuſtome at Antioch, 


Chriſt, at Alexandria, they were called (moſt 
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a Mcſſiah; and fo the profefhion of that name 
| conferres anunRion,a regall and a holy union 
upon us, for we are thereby a' royall prieſt- 
hood) but becauſe in the profeſſion of Chriſt, 
the whole . Trinitie is profeſſed. How often 
doth the Sonne ſay that the. Father ſent him! 
And how often that the Father will, and that 
he will ſend the holy Ghoſt! The #& life eternal 
(fayes he) to know thee the onely true God, and 
Jeſus Chriſt whom thou haſt ſent ; and ſent with 
all powerin heavenand in carth. This muſt be 


can profeſſe this , no man can call Jeſus the 
Lord,but by the holy Ghoſt: So that as in the 
.perſecutions in the Primitive Church , the 
Martyrs which were hurried to tumultuary 
executions, and could not be heard fornoiſe,in 
excuſing themſelves of treaſon, and ſedition, 
& crimes imputed to them, to make their cauſe 
odious,did uſe inthe fight of the people (who 
might ſee a geſture, though they could not 
heare a proteſtation) to ſigne themſelves with 
the ſigne of the Crofle, to let them know for 
what profeſſion they died ; ſo that the ſigne of 
the Croſle, in that uſe thereof, in thattime, 
was an Abridgement and a Catechiſme of the 
whole Chriſtian religion : So is the profeſling 
ofthe name of Chriſt , the profeſſing of the 


whole Trinitie. As he that confeſſeth one God, 
is got beyond the meer naturall man; And he 
that confeſſerh a Sonne of God,beyond him:ſo 
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profeſſed, Father and Sonne ; and thenno man |

There is no God: The fool, fayes David; the em- 
phaticall fool, in the higheſt degree of folly:

Etiam Chriſtiant 
omen ſuperficies eſt, is excellently ſaid by Ter- 
tullian;T he name and profeſhon of a Chriſtian, 
is but a ſuperficiall outſide, ſprinkled upon my 
face in Baptiſme; or upon my outward profeſ- 
ſion in actions, if I have not in my heart aſenſe 


of the Father, and the merits of the Sonne to 
my foul. As S. Paul ſaid, Whileſt you are with- 
out Chriſt, youare without God, It is an Athe- 
iſme(with S. Paul) to beno Chriſtian: So whi- 


without Chriſt. Ir is Antichriſtian to denie, or 


is the manifeſtation of the Father, ſo the holy 
Ghoſt is the application of the Sonne. Therein 
are we Chriſtians, that in the profeſſion of that 
name of Chriſt, we profeſle all the three Per- 
ſons : In Chriſt is the whole Trinitie ; becauſe, 
as the Father ſent him , ſo ſent he the holy 
Ghoſt: And that is our ſpecifick form ; that is 
our diftin&tive character from Jew 8 Gentile, 
the Trinitie. b; 


Bur then is this ſpecifick form, this diſtin- 


the holy Ghoſt roo. The fool ſayes in his heart, | 


is the wiſdome of the Father : And a fool ſtill, | 


not to confefſe the holy Ghoſt. For as Chriſt | 
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| tive character, the notion of the Trinitie, con- 
 veyed to us, exhibited , imprinted upon us in 
our.creation in this word, this plurall word, in 
the mouth of our own God, Faciamus, Let Us, 
Us. It is here, and here firſt, This is an intima- 
tion , and the firſt intimation of the Trinitie 
from the mouth of God, inall the Bible. Ir is. 
true, that though the ſame faith, which is ne- 
ceſlary to ſalvation now, were alwayes neceſſa- 
ry , and ſo in the old Teſtament they were 
bound to .beleeve in Chriſt, as well as in the 
new, and conſequently in the whole Trinitie; 
yet not ſo explicitely , nor ſo particularly as 
now : now Chriſt, calling upon God, in the 
name ofthe Farher,ſayes, I have manifeſted thy 
Name unto the men which thon gaveſt me out of 
the world. They, were men appropriated to | 
| God, men exempt out of the world: yet they | 
| had not a-cleare manifeſtation of Father and 
Sonne, the doctrine of the Trinitie,till Chriſt 
manifeſted it to them. I have manifeſted thy 
Name, thy name of Father and Sonne. And 
therefore the Jewiſh Rabbins ſay , that the 
Septuagint, the firſt Tranſlatours of the Bible, 
did diſguiſe ſome places of the Scriptures, in 
their tranſlation, leſt Pro/ommey (for whom they 
tranſlated it) ſhould be ſcandalized with thoſe 
| places : And that this text was one of thoſe 
| places, which, (ſay they) though it be other- 
| wiſe inthe copies of the Scriptures which we 
have now, they tranſlated Faciam, and not Fa- 
; CIAFRUS © 
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ciamas : that God ſaid here, 1 will make, in the | 
ſingular, and not, Let us make man, in the plu-- 
rall; leſt that plurall word might have miſled 
King Pto/omey to think that the Jews had a plu- 
rall religion, and worſhipped divers gods. So 
good ancviderce do they confeſſe this text to | | 
be, for ſome. kinde of pluralitie in the — 
head. I. 

Here then God notified the Trinitie ; - and 
here firſt. For though we accept an intimation 
of the Trinitie , in the firſt line of the Bible, 
where Moſes joyned a plurall name, Elohim, 
with a ſingular verb, Bara; and fo in conſtru- 
ion it is Creavit Dii, Gods created heaven and 
earth : yet beſides that, that is rather a myſte- 
rious colleQion, then an-evident concluſion of 
a pluralitie of perſons: though we reade that in 
that firſt verſe, before this in the 26; yet _- 
writ that , which is in the beginning of this 
chaptcr, more then 2000, yeares after God 
ſpake this that is in our text :ſo long was Gods 
plurall before Moſes his plurall; Gods Faciamus 
before Moſes Bara Elohim. So that in this text 
begins our Catcchiſme: here we have(and here! 
firſt) the ſaving knowledge of the Trinitie.|. 
For, when God ſpake here, to whom could 
| God ſpeak, but ro God £ Non cum rebus crean- 
dis, non cum re nihili, ſayes Athanaſius, ſpeaking 
of Gods firſt ſpeaking, when he ſaid of the firſt 
; Creature, Let there be light. God ſpake not then 
to future things, that were not. When God 
D ſpake | 
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ſpake firſt, there was no creature.at all to ſpeak 
to: when God ſpake of the making of man, 
there were no creatures. But were there any 
creatures able to create, or able to affiſt him in 
the creation of man? who? Angels? ſome had 
thought ſo in S. Baſils time ; and to them'S. Ba- 
fil ſayes,Siuntne illi? God ſayes, Let us make man 
#0 our image; and could he fay ſo to Angels? 
Are Angels and God all one? or is that thart is 
ike an Angel, therefore like God ? It' was ſus 
ratio, ſuwm verbum, ſua ſapientia, ſayes that Fa- | 
ther: God ſpake to his own word and wiſdome; 
to his own purpoſe and goodneſſe : And the 
Sonne is the word and wiſdome of God; and. 
the holy Ghoſt is the goodaefle and the pur- ' 
poſe of God, that is,the adminiſtration, the diſ- | 
penſation of his Church. Ir is true, that when | 
| God ſpeaks this over again, inthe Church (as | 
he doth every day,now this minute;)then God | 
| ſpeaks to his Angels , to the Angels of the | 
| Church, to his Miniſters : he ſayes , F aciamms, | 
| Let Vs, Vs both together,you and we,make a | 
' man : joyn mine ordinance (your preaching) | 
with my Spirit (fayes Godto us) and ſo make | 
' man: Preach the oppreſſour, and preach the ' 
{ wanton; and preach the calumniatour, .into an | 
other nature; make that ravening wolf, a man; | 
thar licentious goat, a man ; that inſtnuating 
ſerpent,aman by thy preaching. To day if you 
will heare his voice, heare us ; for here he calls | 
upon us to joyn with him for the making of. 
man. 
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man. But for his firſt Faciamns, which is inour 
text , it is excellently ſaid, Didum in ſenatu, & 
ſoliloquis : It was ſpokenin a ſenate,and yet in ſoli. 
tarineſſe ; ſpoken in private, and yer publiquely 


ſpoken ; ſpoken where there were divers, and | 


yet but one, one God, and three perſons. 

If there were no more intended in this plu- 
rall expreſhon, Vs, but (as ſome have concei- 
ved) that God ſpake here in the perſon of a 
Prince and Soveraigne Lord ; and therefore 
ſpake, as Princes do, in the plurall, We com- 
mand, and we forbid : yer S. Gregories caution 
would juſtly fall upon it, Reverenter penſandum 
eft , It requires reverent conſideration, if it be 
but ſo:for God ſpeaks ſo,like a King, in the plu- 
rall, but ſeldome, but five times (in my ac- 
compt)-inall the ſcriptures; and in all five, in 
caſes of important conſequence. In this text 
firſt, where God creates man, whom he conſti- 


| tutes his vice-Roy in the world;here he ſpeaks 


in his Royall plurall: And then in the next 
Chapter, where he exempts mans term in this 
vice-regencie to the end of the world, in pro- 
pounding man means of ſucceſſion ; Faciamss, 
Let us make him a helper: there he ſpeaks in his 
Royall plurall. And alſo in the third Chapter, 
in declaring the hainouſneſſe of mans fault, & 
arraigning him, and all us in him , God fayes, 
Sicut unus ex nobis, Man is become as one of #s,not 
content to be our vice-Roy, but our ſelves: 
there is his Royall plurall roo: And again, in 
D 2 
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| that declaration of his juſtice, in that confu- 
on of the builders of Babylon, Deſcendamus, 
Confundamus , Let us do it,, And then laſtly, in 
that great work of mingling mercy with ju- 
; ſtice, which(if we may ſo ſpeak)isGods maſter- 
| piece, when he ſayes, 2u ex nobu? Who will | 
| go for us,and publiſh this? Intheſe places, & theſe 
onely (and not all theſe neither, if we take it 
exactly according to the originall ; for in the 
ſecond, the making of Eve, though the vulgar 
have ir in the plurall, it is indeed bur ſingular in 
the Hebrew) God ſpeaks as a King, in his Roy- 
all plurall fill. And when it is but ſo, Reverex- 
ter penſandum eft, ſayes that Father, It behoves 
us to hearken reverently to him, for kingsare ima- 
ges of God;ſuch images of God, as have cares, 
and can heare; and hands, and can ſtrike. But I 
would ask no more premeditation at your 
hands, when you come to ſpeak to God in this 
place, thenif you ſued ro ſpeak with the King: 
to ſpeak with no more fear of God here, then 
if you went-to the King under the conſcience 
of a guiltineſle rowards him, and a knowledge 
that he knew it. And thar is your caſe here; fin- 
ners, and evcn manifeſt ſinners : for even mid- 
night is noon in the ſight of God; and when 
| your candles are put out, his ſunne ſhines ill. 
Plal.19.6. y Nec quid abſconditum a calore cjus (ſayes David) 
| There is nothing hid from the heat thereof : not 
F | onely no fin hid from the light thereof, from 
| | theſight of God ; burnot from the heat there- 
| of, 
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of, not from the wrath and indignation of God. 
If God ſpeak plurally, onely in the majeſtie of | 
| a ſoyeraigne Prince, ſtill Reverenter penſandum, 
| that calls for reverence, What reverence 2 
| There are nationall differ&ces in outward reve- 
rence and worſhips : ſome worſhip princes,and 
parents, and maſters, in one; ſome in another 
faſhion : children kneel. to ask bleſſing of pa- 
rents, in England; but where elſe 2: ſervants at- 
tend not with the ſame reyerence upon maſters 
in other nations, as with us: Acceſles to their 
princes, are not with the ſame difficultie, nor | 
the ſame ſolemnitie in France,as in Turkic, Bur | 
this rule goes through all nations, that in hart | 
diſpoſicion, and poſture, and ation of the bo-' 
die, which in that place is eſteemed moſt hum. 
ble and reverent, God is to be worſhipped. 
Do ſo then here. God is your Farther ;ask bleſ. 
ſing upon your knees; pray in that poſture : 
God is your King;worſhip him-with that wor- 
ſhip which is higheſt in-our uſe & eſtimation; 
We have no Grandes, thar ſtand covered to the 
| King : where there areſuch, though they ſtand 
| covered in the Kings preſence, they do not 
ſpeak to him for matters of grace, they do not | 
| ſue to him :ſo;ancient Canons make difference | 
of perſons in the preſence of God : where and | 
how this and this ſhall diſpoſe of themſelves 
inthe Church of God,dignitie,and age, and in- | 
firmitie will induce differences. But for prayer, 
chere is no difference: one humiliation is requi- | 
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"red of all; As when the King comes inhere, | 


* howſoever they ſar diverſly. before,all return 
' toone manner of expreſſing their acknowledge- 
| ment of his. preſence : ſo at the Oremus, Let us 
pray, Let us all fall down, and worſhip, and kneel 
be 5 a the Loyd our maker. | 
So he ſpeaks in our Text : not onely as the 
Lord our King, intimating his providence and 
adminiſtration ; but as the Lord our maker; 
and then a maker ſo, as that he made us in a 
Councell; Faciamms, Let us:and that he ſpeaks 
as in councel, is an-other argument for reve- 
rence. For what truſt or freedome ſoever I 
have by his favour with any Counſellour of 
Rate; yet I ſhould ſurely uſe another manner of 
conſideration to this pluralitiein God, to this 
meeting in Councel, © this intimarion of a 
Trinitie, then to thoſe other actions, in which 
God is preſented to us ſingly, as one God, for 
ſo he is preſented to the naturall man as well as 
to us. And here enters the neceffitie of this 
knowledge, Oportet denuo naſci ; without a ſe- 
cond birth , no falvation: And ſo no ſecond 
birth without Baptiſme;no Bapriſme, bur in: 
the name of the Father, Sonne,and holy Ghoſt. 
It was the entertainment of God himſelf, his 
delight, his contemplation, for thoſe-infinite 
millions of generations, when he was without 
a world, without creatures, to joy in one ano- 
ther, in the Trinitie, as Gregorie Nazianzente, 
and a Poer as well as a Father, as moſt of the 
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Fathers were, exprefles it : | —— Tl

It was the Fathers delight to look upon 
himſelf in the Sonne, | 
— Numeng; ſuum tripliciq; pariq,

4 light, and ir muſt be the delight of every 
f Chriſtian,upon particular occaftonstocarry his 
| rhoughts upon the ſeyerall perſons of the Tri- 
nitie. If I have a barre of iron, that barre in 
that form will not nail a doore: If a ſow of 
'{ lead, that lead in that form will nor ſtop aleak : 
If a wedge of gold, that wedge will not buy 
my bread. The generall notion of a mighty. 
God, may lefle fit my particular purpoſes : But 
Icoynmy gold into currant money, when I ap- | 
prehend God in the ſeverall notions of the 
\ Trinitiez Thar, if I have been a prodigall. ſon, | 
I have a Father in heaven, and cango tohim, 
and ſay, Father, I have ſinned, and be received | 
by him; That, if Ibe adecayed father , and 
nced the ſuſtentation of my own children,there 
isa Sonne in heaven, that will do more for m2 
then my own children (of what good means 
| or good nature foever they. be) can or will do; 
| If Ibe dejected in ſpirir, there is a holy Spirir 
| in heaven, which ſhall bear witneſſe ro my ſpi- 
[rir, that I am a childe of God: And if the | 


; ghoſts of thoſe ſinners, whom I made ſinners, B 
| haunt ' 3 
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haunt me after their deaths, in returning to my 
memorie, & reproaching my conſcience with 
the heavy judgements that I have brought up- 
on them; If after the death of my own ſinne, 
when my appetite is dead to ſome particular 
finne , the memorie and finfull delight of 
thoſe paſſed {innes, theghoſts of thoſe {innes 
haunt -me again : yet thereis a holy. Ghoſt in 
| heaven,that ſhall exorciſe theſe,and ſhall over- 
ſhadow me. The God of the whole world is 
God alone, in the generall notion, as he is ſo, 
| God;bur he is my God moſt eſpecially,8& moſt 
 appliably, as he is received by me in the ſeve- 
rall notions of Father, Sonne, and holy Ghoſt. 
This is our Eaſt ; here we ſee God, God in 
all the- perſons, conſulting, concurring to the 
making of us. Bur then my Welt preſents it | 
ſelf; that is an occaſion ro-humble me, in the 
next word : he makes but man ; a man, that is, 
but Adam, bur Earth, I remember 4. names, 
| by which man is often called in the ſcriptures: 
& of theſe foure, three do abſolutely carry mi- | 
ſerie inthetr ſignifications zthree to one againſt | 
any man, that he is miſerable:One name of man 
is 1/h; and that they derive a ſonitu;Man is but 
a voice, but a ſound, bur a noiſe : he begins the 
noiſe himſelf, when he comes crying into the 
| world;8& when he gocs-out , perchance friends 
 celcbrare, perchance enemies calumniate him, 
| with a diverſe voice, a diverſe noiſe. A melan- 


{ cholick manis but a groning ; a ſporttull man, 
| bur 
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but a ſong;'an ative man, but a trumpet”; a 
mighty man,buta thunder-clap: every man but 
7/h, but a ſound, but a noyſe. Another name is 
Enoſh. Eneſh, is meer calamitie, miſerie, de- 
preſſion. It is indeed moſt properly. oblivion; 
And ſo the word is moſt elegantly uſed by 
David, ,2uid eft homo? where the name of man 
is Enoſh : And ſo that which we tranſlate, What 
is man, that thou art mindfull of him? is indeed, 
What ts forgetfulneſſe, that thou ſhouldeſt remem- 
ber it ; that thou ſhouldeſt think of that man, 
whom all the world hath forgotten? firſt man 
is but a voice, but a ſound : but becauſe fame & 
honour may come within that name of a found, 
of a yoice ;therefore he is overtaken with an- 
other damp, man is but oblivion : his fame, his 
name ſhall be forgotten. One name man hath, 
that hath ſome taſte of greatneſle and power in 
it, Gheber; and yet, 1 that am that man (ſayes 
the Prophet,for there that name of man Gheber 
is uſed) 1 am the man that hath ſeen affliction by 
the rod of Gods wrath. Man Tfh is ſo miſerable, 
as that he afflifts himſelf, cries,and whines' out 
his own time; and man #zoſþ, ſo miſerable, as 

that others afflict him,and bury him in ignomi- 

nious oblivion: and man, that is, Gheber, the 

greateſt & powerfulleſt of men, is yet but that 

| man, that may poſſibly, that may juſtly ſee af- 

| fliction by the rod of Gods wrath. And from 

Ghceber, he made Adam , which is the fourth

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name inthis text, and thenameto which every |

Now God did notſay of man, as of other 

creatures , Let us, or Jet the earth bring forth 
herbs,and fruits, and trees, as upon the third 
day ; Now let the earth bring forth cattell and 
worms,as ups the fixth day, the ſame day that 
he made man: Non imperial; werbo, ſed familiari 
manu,layes Tertullian ; God calls not man-out 
with an imperious command,but he leads him 
out with a familiar,with his own hand. Andit 
is not, Fiat homo, but, Faciamus; not, Letthere be, 
bur, Let us make may.Manis but an earthenivel- 


ſell. Itis true: but when we are uponthat con- 
| fideration, God is the potter: if God will be 


that, Iam well conteattobe this: let me be any 
thing, ſothat that I am be from my God. Iam 
as well-content to-be-a ſheep as a lion, ſo-God 
will be my ſhepherd; and the Lord is my ſhep- 
herd :to bea cottage. as a caſtle ; the houſe,as 
acitie, ſo:God will be the builder:and the Lord 
builds, and watches the citie, the houſe ; this 
houſe , this citie, me : to be rye, as wheat, ſo

plants me,and waters,and weeds, and gives the

God made man of earth , not of aire, not of | 


fire. Man hath many offices, that appertain to- 


this world, and whileſt he is here, muſt not 


withdraw himſelf from thoſe offices of mu- 
tuall ſocietic, upon pretence of zeal, or betrer 
ſerving God inaretired life. A ſhip willnomore 
come to the harbour without ballaſt , then 
without fails : A man will no more get to hea- 
ven without diſcharging his duties to other 
men,then without doing them to God himſel£f: 
M an liveth not by bread onely, ſayes Chriſt z but 
yet he liyeth by bread too:every man muſt do 
the duties, every man mult bear the encum. 
brances of ſome calling. 

Pulvis es, Thow art earth : he whom thou 
treadeſt upon, is no lefle ; and he that treads 
upon thee, is no more. Poſitively , itis a low 


| thing to be but earth: and yer the low earth,is | 


the quiet center: there may be reſt, acquie- 
ſcence, content in the loweſt condition: But | 
comparatively, earth is as high as the higheſt. | 
Challenge him that magnifies himſelf above 
thee, to meet thee in Adam; there bid him, if} 
he will have more nobilitie, more greatneſle} 
then thou, take more originall fin then thou 
| haſt. If God have ſubmitted thee to as much 
; ſin,and penalty of fin, as him; he hath afforded 


' thee as much, and as noble earthas him, And if

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he will not trie it in the root, in your equalitie 
in Adam; yet, in another teſt, another furnace, 
inthe grave,he muſt: there all duſts are equall. 
Except an epitaph tell me who lies there, I can- 
not tell by the duſt; nor by the epitaph know, 
which is the duſt ir ſpeaks of, if another have 
been layed there before, or after, in the ſame 
grave :nor can any epitaph be confident in ſay- 
ing, Here lies; bur, Here was laid: for ſo various, 
ſo viciflitudinaric is all this world, as that even 
the duſt of the grave hath revolutions. As the 
motions of an upper ſphere imprint a motion 
ina lower ſphere,other then naturally it would 
have ; fo the changes of the life work after 
death. And as envie ſupplants and removes us 
alive; a ſhovell removes us,and throwes us out 
of our grave, after death. No limbeck, no 
weights can tell you, This is duſt royall, thfs 
plebeian duſt : no. commiſſion, no inquiſition 
can ſay, This is catholick, this is hereticall 
duſt. All lie alike, and all ſhall rife alike: alike, 
that is, at once, and upon one command. The 
ſaint cannot accelerate, the reprobate cannot 
retard the reſ{urreftion. And all that riſe to 
the right hand, ſhall be equally kings ; and all 
at the left, equally. what ? the worſt name we 
can callthem by, or affe& them with, is devil: 
and then they ſhall have bodies to be tor- 
mented in, which devils have not. Miſerable, 
uncxpreſſible, unimaginable, macerable condi- 


| tion, where the ſufferer would be glad to be 
but 
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ſomekinde of life, tobe able to diezand a great 
preferment, tobe nothing! 


our earth was red, even when it was in Gods 
hands: a redneſle that amounts to a ſhamefaſt- 


neſſe, to a bluſhing at our infirmities,is impriat- 
ed inusby Gods hands: for this redneſle is but

a conſcience, a guiltineſſe of needing a continu- 
all ſupply, and ſucceſſion of more and more 
grace: and we areall red, red (ſo, even fromthe 
beginning, and inour beſt ſtate. Adam had, the 
angels had thus much of this infirmitic, . that 
though they had a great mealure of grace,they 
needed more. The prodigall childe gzew poore 
enough afterhe had received his portion : and | 
he may be wicked enough,that truſts upon for- 
mer or preſent grace, and ſeeks not more, This 
redneſle, a bluſhing, that is , an acknowledge- 
ment that we could not ſubſiſt with any mea- 
{ure of faith, except we pray for more faith; nor 
of grace , .except we ſeck more grace, we have 


from his hand too,the bloud of his Sonne ; for 
that bloud was effuſed by Chriſt , in the vail

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| redneſle detjotes the bloud of his: Sonne, our 
Szviour, althave borh; Bucthar redneſſe which 
we have contracted from bloud ſhed by our 
ſelves, the bloud of our own ſouls, by finne, 
was not upon us when we were in the hands of 
God: that redneſle is not his tinture, not his 
complexion:nodecree of hisis writin any ſuch 
red ink. Our fins are our own,& our deſtruction 
is from our ſelves. We are not as acceſlaries; | 
and God as principall in this foul-murder: God 
forbid. We are not as cxecutioners of Gods 
ſentence, and God the malefacourin this ſoul- 
damnation: God forbid. Cain came not red in 
his brothers bloud out of Gods hands; nor Da- 
vid red with ©riahs bloud ; nor Achitophel 
with his own; nor Judas with Chriſts, or his 
own. That that Pilate did illuſorily, God can 
dotruely,waſh his hands from the bloud of any 
of thoſe men. It were a weak plea to ſay,I killed 
not that man;but it is true, I commanded one 
who was under my command, to kill him: It is 
rather a prevarication, then a juſtification of 
God, to ſay, God is rot the authour of ſinnein 
any man: but itistrue , God makes that mans | 
ſinne, that ſinne. God is innocencie: and the 
beams that flow from him, are of the ſame na- 
ture and colour. Chriſt, when he appeared in 
heaven, was not red,bur white ; his hand, his 
head,and hairs too:he,and thatthatgrows from | 
him; he, and we, as we come from his hands, | 
are white too: hisangels,that provoke us to the 


imita- 
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imitation of thar pattern, are {o, in whiteztwo 

men, two angels ſtood by the apoſtles in white 
apparell : the imitation is laid upon us, by 

precept too: At all times let thy garments be. 
white; thoſe actions, in which thou appeareſt 
tothe world, innocent, Iris true that Chriſt is 
both; My beloved & white aud ruddy , ſayes the 
Spouſe: but the white was his own;his redneſle 
is from. us. That which. Zipporah ſaid to her 
husband Moſes in anger, the Church may ſay 

to Chriſt in thankfulneſſe, Yere ponſws ſangui- 
nam, Thou art truely a bloudy husband to me; Da- 
mim, ſanguinum;of blouds,blouds inthe plurall: 

forall our blouds are upon him. This was a 


mercie to the militant Church, that even the 
triumphant Church wondred ar it. They knew 
not Chriſt, when he came up into heaven in 
red; Who « this that cometh in red garments? 
wherefore 6 thy apparell red like him that tread. | 
eth in the wine-preſſe? They knew he went

To pretend to do 
good, and not meanit; to do things good in 
themſelves, butnotto good ends; to go to- 
wards good ends, but not by good wayes; to 
make the deceiving of men thine end, or the 
praiſe of men thine end; all this may have a 
whitenefle, a colour of good: but all this is a

No. Jod in the 
ſcripture ſhall periſh; therefore no od is ſu- 
perfluous : if it were ſuperfluous, it might pe- 
riſh. Words, and lefſle particles then words, 
have buſied the whole Church. . 

In the Councel of Epheſus, where Biſhops in 
a great number excommunicated Biſhops in a 
greater; Biſhop againſt Biſhop, and Patriarch 
againft Patriarch; in which caſe, when both 
parties had made ſtrong parties in Court, and 
the Emperour forbore to declare himfelfon 
either ide fora time, he was told, that he re- 
fuſed to affent to that which 6000 Biſhops 
had agreed in: the ſtrife was but for a word, 
whether the bleſſed Virgin might. be called 
Deipara , The mother of God, for Chriſtiparg; 
The mother of Chriſt; which Chriſt all agree to 
be God. Neſtorius and all his partie agreed 
with Cyril,that ſhe might be.In-the Councel of 
Calcedop, the difference was not ſo great, as for 
a. word compoſed of ſyllables. It was but for a 
ſyllable, whether Ex or 1». The heretiques 
condemned then, confeſſed Chriſt tobe Ex du. 
abus

abus naturis,to be compoſed of two natures,at firſt; 
but not'to be I» duabus naturis, not to conſiſt of 
two natures after. And for that 1», they were 
thruſt out. In the Councel of Nzce, it was not. 
ſo muchas aſyllable made of letters; for it was 
but for one letter; whether Homoonſion, or Ho- 
mouſion , was the iſſue, Where the queſtion 
hath-not been of divers words, nor ſyllables, 
nor letters, but onely of the place of words, 
what tempeſtuous differences have riſen! How 
much hath ſola fides and fides ſola changedthe 
caſe! Nay, where there hath beenno quarrell 
for precedencie, for tranſpoſing of words, or 
ſyllables, or letters, where there hathnot been 
ſo much asa letter in queſtion, how much doth 
an accent varie a ſenſe! An interrogation or no 
interrogation , will make it directly contrarie. 
All Chriſtian expoſitours reade thoſe words 


poſitively ; and ſo they are-evident words of 
deſperation. The Jews reade them with an in- 
terrogation , Are my ſinnes greater then can be 
pardoned © and ſo they are words of compunction

ſent government, and an inclination to change. 
: And truely many times, upon Damaſcens true 
ground, though not alwayes well applied, Par- 
va non ſunt parva; Nothing may be thonght 
little, when the conſequence may prove great. 
In our own ſphere, in the Church, we are ſure 
it is ſo; great inconveniences grew upon ſmall

Cyril wrote to the Clergie of his dioceſſe about 
it, at firſt he ſaycs, Preſtiterat abſtinere, It had 
been better theſe queſtions had uot been raiſed : but 
(ſayes he) Sis nugts nos adoriantur, If they vex 
us with theſe impertinences, theſe trifles: And yet 
theſe, which were but trifles art firſt, came to 
occaſion Councels;and then to divide Councecl 
againſt Councel; and then to force the Empe- 
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and govern in Councel by his Yicar general, a 


did fome of the Ancients (particularly Phila- 
 ſfrins) crie down ſome opinions for hereſies, 
which were not matters of faith, but of philo- 
ſophie ; and evenin philoſophie truely held by 
them who were condemned for herericks, and 
miſtaken by their .Judges that condemned 
them. Little things were called in queſtion, 
leſt great things ſhould paſſe unqueſtioned: and 
ſome of theſe upon Damaſtens true ground 
(ſtill crue in rule, but not alwayes inthe appli- 
cation) Parva non ſunt parva; Nothing may be 
thought little , where the conſequence may 
prove great. Deſcend we from thoſe great 
ſpheres, the State and the Church,into alefler, 
| that is, the conſcience of particular men ,*and 

conſider the danger of expoſing thoſe wines to | 
little foxes ; of leaving ſmall finnes unconſi- 
dered,unrepented, uncorrected. In that gliſter- 
ing circle in the firmament, which we call the 
| Galaxie, the milkie-way, there is not one ſtarre | 
of any of the fix great magnitudes , which 
Aſtronomers proceed upon, belonging to that 
circle: it is a glorious circle, and poſleſſeth a 
great part of heaven; and yeris all of ſo little 
ſtarres as have no name, no knowledge taken of 
them : So certainly are there many Saints 1n 
| heaven, that ſhine as ſtarres, and yertare not of 
choſe great magnitudes , to have been Patrs-

When our Saviour ſayes, That we 
ſhall give an-acconnt for every idle word in the 
day of judgement, what great hills of little ſands 
will oppreſle us then! And if ſubſtances of 
ſinne were removed , yet what circumſtances 
of ſinne would condemne us ! If idle words 
have this weight , there can be no word 
thought idle in the Scriptures : And therefore 
I blame not jnany, I decline not in mine own 
practiſe, the making uſe of the varietie and 
copiouſneſle of the holy Ghoſt, who is ever 
abundant, and yet never ſuperfluous in ex- | 
prefſing his purpoſe in change of words.

might refuſe or omit that it does. So that be- 
cauſe we are created by another pattern, we 
aregoverned by another law, and another pro- 
vidence. Ps 

Go thou then the fame way.If God wrought 
by a pattern, and writby acopie,and proceeded 
by a precedent ; do thou ſo too. Never ſay, 
There is no Church without errour ; therefore 
I will be bound by none , but frame a Church 
of mine own;orbe a Church to my (elf. What 
greater injuſtice then to propoſe no image, no 
pattern to thy ſelf to imitate; and yet propoſe 
thy (elf for a pattern, foran image to be ado- 
red? /Thou wilt have ſingular opinions,and fin- / 
gular wayes, differing fromall other men: and 
yetall that are not of thy opinion, muſt be he- 
reticks ; and all-reprobates , that go-not thy |. 
wayes. Propoſe good patterns to thy ſelf, and 
| thereby become a fit pattern for others. God 

| (weſee) was the firſt Mat made images'; and 
he was the firſt that forbad them : he made | 
them for-imitation ; he forbad them, in danger 
of adoration. For , what a baſenefſe , whar 
a madnefle of the ſoul is it, tro worſhip that 
' which is no better, nay, not ſo good as it 
' ſelf! Worſhip belongs to the beſt : know 
| then thy diſtance and thy period, how farre 
to 20, and where to ſtop. Diſhonour not 
| God by an image, in worſhipping it; and yet 
Pence thy ſelf by it in following it : There

F no anore _—_ out of a picture,then out of 
a hiſtorie, if thou intend no more in either 
then example. Though thou have a Weſt, a 
dark and a ſad condition , that thou art but 
earth,a man of infirmities,and ill-counſelled- in 
thy ſelf: yet thou haſt herea North, that ſcat- 
ters and diſpells theſe clouds, that God pro- 
poles ro thee in his Scriptures;and otherwiſe, 
images, patterns of good and holy men to go 
by. But beyond this North, this aſſiſtance of 
good examples of men, thou haſt a South, a 
Meridionall height, by which thou ſeeſt thine 
image , thy pattern, to be no copie ,.no other 
man, but the originall it ſelf, God himſelf: Fa- 

cilamus ad noſtram; Let us make man in our image, 

after our likeneſſe. 


and then, what it doth : firſt, in what part of j*{ir- 
man God hath imprinted this his image ; and 
then, what this image conferres and derives up= 
on man, what it works in man. And as when 
we ſeek God in his eſſence, we are adviſed to 
proceed by negatives (God is not mortall , not 
paſſible: ) ſo when we ſeek the image of Godin | 
man, we begin with a zegative , This image is | 
not his Bedie, Tertullian declined to-think it : 
was ; nay , Tertullian inclined others to think | 
ſo; for he is the firſtthat is noted to have been | 
the authour of that opinion that God had a ! 
bodie : yet S. Auguſtine excuſes Tertullian for | 
herelie : Becauſe ( ſayes he ) Tertullian might |

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Here we conſider firſt , where the image is; |11IT Parr. 
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mean , That it was ſa ſure that there is a God, 


and that God was a certain, though not a finite 
| eſſence; that God was ſo farre from being nothing, 
as that he had rather a bodie. Becauſe it was 
poſſible to give a_good interpretation of Ter- 
tull;an, that charitable Father would excuſe 
him of herefie. I would S. Azzuſtines chari- 
tie might prevail with them that pretend to 
be Auguſtinianiſsimi, and to adore him ſo much 


| in the Romane Church, not to caſt the name 


of Hereſie upon every probleme, nor the name 
of Heretick upon every inquirer of truth. S, 
Auguſtine would deliver Tertullian from here- 
fie, in a point concerning God; and they will 
condemne us of hereſte, in every point that 
may be drawn to concern, not the Church, but 


profit. Malo de miſericordia Deo rationem redde- 


though anger towardsa brother, ora Racha, or 


lefle againſt meat that barre, whom TI have cal- 
led weak, or miſſe-led (as I muſt necefſorily call 
many in the Romare Church ) then he whom I 
have paſſionately and percmptorily called he- 
retick: for I dare call an opinion hereſre for the 
matter, a great while before I dare call the man 
thar holds it an heretick: for that confiſts much 
in the manner. It muſt be matter of faith, be- 
fore the matter be hereſfie; but there muſt be

the man be an heretick, But how excuſable ſo- | 


ever Tertullian be herein, in S. Auguſtines chari- 
tie, there was a whole ſe of hereticks an hun- 
dred yeares after Tertullian ,-the Audiani, who 
over literally taking thoſe places of Scripture, 


where God is ſaid to have hands, and feet, and | 


eyes, and eares, beleeved God to have a bo- 
die like ours; and accordingly interpreted this 
text, thar in that image, and that likenefle, a 
bodily likenefſe, conſiſted this image of God 
in. man. And yer even theſe men, theſe Anudi- 
ans, Epiphanius (who firſt took knowledge of 
chem) calls but ſchiſmaticks, not hereticks : fo 
loth is charitie to ſay the worſt of any. Yet 


we muſt remember them ofthe Romare perſwa- | 


ſton, that they come too neare giving God a 
bodie in their pi&ures of God the Father : and 
they bring the bodie of God, thatbodie which 
God the Sonne hath aſſumed , the 'bodie of 
Chriſt, too neare in their Tranſſubſtantiation- 
not too neare our faith ( for ſo it cannot be 
brought too neare to our ſenſe, ſo itis as really 
there as we are there) not too nearein the #b7; 
for ſo it is there, there, thart is, inthar place to 
which the Sacrament extends it ſelf : for the 
Sacrament extends as well to heaven, from 
whence it ferches grace, as to the table from 
whence ir delivers bread and wine: but too 
neare in modo; for it comes not thither thar 
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way, We muſt neceſſarily complain, that they 
ow 
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make religion too badily a thing. Our Savi- 
our Chriſt corre&ted Marie Magdalenes zeal, 
whereſhe flew to him in a perſonall devotion; 
and ſaid, Touch me not, for I am not yet aſcend- 
ed to my Father, Fix your meditations upon 
Chriſt Jeſus, ſoas heis now at the right hand 
of his Farher in heaven, and entangle not your 
ſelves ſo with controverſies about his bodie, 
as to loſe req charitie for imaginarie zeal; nor 
enlarge your ſelves ſo farre in the pictures and 
images of his bodie, as to worſhip them more 
then him. As Damaſcenſayes of God, that he 
is 9 $0 MP cn principium, Abeginning before 
any beginning we can conceive; and preterea ater= 
nitas, an eternitie infixitely elder then any eternity 
we canimagine: {o he is ſuperſpiritualts Spiritus, 
ſuch a S»perſpirit,as that the ſoul of man, and 
the ſubſtance of angels, is but 4 bodie compa- 
red to this Spirit. God hath no bodie, though 
Teriullian diſputed it, though the  Awudians 
preached it, though the Papsſts paint it: arid 
therefore this image of God is not in the body 
of man that way. | 
Nor that way neither which ſome others 
have aſſigned, That God, who hath no bodie as 
God, yet in the creationdid aſſume that form 
which man hath now, and ſo made man in his 
image, that is, in thar form which he had then 
allumed. Some of the ancients thought ſo;and 
ſome other menof great eſtimation in the Ro- 
»ane Church have thought ſo too. In particu- 
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| man madein this texr, ſay theſe imaginers. But 


by es to prove to the Gent:les that a |

outward caſes: too; and ſo the piture and the 
watch are inthat outward caſe, of what mean- 
er ſtuffſocyer that be: ſo is this image in this 
bodie, as in an outward caſe, ſo' as that you 
may not infure nor enfeeble this bodie,neither 
by ſinfull intemperance and licentiouſnefle, nor 


| by inordinate faſtings or other diſciplines of 


imaginarie 
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imaginarie merits, while the bodie isalive; for , 
the image of God is in it: nor defraudthe body 
| of decent buriall and due ſolemnities after 
death; for the image of God is to return'to it. 
| But yet the bodie is but the outward caſe, and 
| God looks not for the gilding; or-enamelling, 
or paintihg of that; but requires the labour and | 
coſt therein to be beſtowed upon the table'ir 
ſelf, in which this image is immediately, that 
is, the ſoul:and thar is truely the #65, theiplace | 
where this image is.

S. eAuguſtine at firſt thought ſo; Putabam te, 
| Dews, corpus lucidum, & me ſruſtum de ills cor. 
pore : T took thee, O God( _ that Father) to 
be a'globe of fire, and my ſoul. tobe a ſpark of that 
' fire ; thee to be a bodie of light, and my ſoul to be 
| 4 beamof that light. But S. Auguſtine doth not 
| onely retra& that in himſelf, but diſpute a- 
{| gainſt it inthe Manichees, Bat this image is'in | 
our ſoul, as the ſoul is the wax; and this image 
the ſeal. The compariſqn is S. Cyrils, and he| 
| addes well, that no ſeal but pray printed 
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the wax-at firſt;can fit that-wax,and fill that im- 
preſſion after; no:image, but the imageof God, 
can fit our ſoul; every other ſeal is toonartow, 
too ſhallow for it. The magiſtrate is ſealed with 
the Zion;the Wolf will not fit that ſeal: the ma- 
ſtrate hath apower jn his hand, but not oppreſ- 
| an Princes are fealed- with the Crown; the | 
Mitre will not fitthat ſeal. Powerfully and gra- 
ciouſly they prote&t the Church, and are ſu- 
pream-heads:of the Church; but rhey miniſter 
not the Sacraments of the Church: they give 
preferments , but 'they give not the capa- 
citic of preferments: they give order who ſhall 
have, -bur they have not Qrders by which they 
arcenabled:to have that they have. Menof in- 
feriour and laborious callings in the world are 
fealed withthe Croſſe;a Roſe,or a bunch of Grapes 
will not anſiver that ſeal : eaſe and plentie inage 
muſt not'be looked- for without, crofles ,.and 


labour,and induſtric in youth. Allmen, Prince | 
and-people, Clergie and Magiſtrate, are ſealed 
with: the image of God ,-with-a conformitie 
to him;and worldly ſeals will not anſwer that, 
nor fil] ap. thar ſeal. We ſhould wonder to ſee 
'a mother in'the midſt of many ſweet children, 


_ [paſſing hertime in making babies and puppets 


forher own delight. We ſhould wonder toſce 
a man, whoſe chambers and galleries were full 
of curious maſter-pieces,, thruſt 'in a village- | 
fayre, to look upon ſtxpenie piftures 8 rhree- 
farthing prints. We have all the image of God 


at 
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at home; and we all make babics, fancies of 
honour in our ambitions. The maſter-piece is 
our own, in our own boſome; and we thruſt in 
countrey-fayres,that is, we endure the diſtem- 
pers of any .unſeafonable weather , in night- 
Journeys and watchingszwe endure the oppoſi- 
tions, and {corns, and triumphs of a rivall and 
competitour , that ſeeks with us, and ſhares 
with us. We endure. the guiltineſſe and. re- 
proach of. having deceived: the truſt which. a 
confident friend repoles, in us, and ſolicite his 
wife or . daughter. . We endure the decay .of 
fortune, of bodie, of ſoul, of honour, to poſl- 
ſefle lovers pictures; pictures that arenot ori- 


ut artificiall beauties: and for.that bodie we 
ive a ſoul z and for.that drug, which-might 
ac been bought where they bought.it, for 
a ſhilling, we give an eſtate. The image of | 
God is more worth then all ſubſtances;and we 
give it for colours, for dreams, for ſhadows. 
But the better to prevent the loſle, let us 
conſider the having-of this image; in what re- 
ſpe, in what operation this image is in our 
ſoul: for whether this image be.in-thoſe facul- | 
ties, which we have in Natwre; or inthoſe qua- 
lifications which we have in Grace; or in thoſe 
ſuper-illuſtrations, which the. bleſſed. ſhall 
have in Glorie, hath exerciſed the contempla- 
tion of many. Properly this image is. in na- |

ture; in the naturall reaſon, and other Ry" | 
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| of the immortall foul of man; for thereupon 
doth S. Bernard ſay, Image Dei ari poteſt in 
 gehenna , non exuri till the ſoul be burnt to 
aſhes, to nothing {which cannot be done, no 
not in hell) the image of God cannot be burnt 
out of the ſoul; forit is radically, primarily in 
the very ſoulit ſelf : and whether that ſoul be 
infuſed intotheeleR, or reprobate, that image 
is in that ſoul: as farre as he hatha ſoul by na- 
ture, he hath the image of God -by nature in 
it, But then the ſeal is deeper cur, or harder 
preſſed, or better preſerved in ſome thenin 
others, and in ſome other-conſiderations then 
| meerly naturall: therefore we may confider 
man, who was made here tothe image of God, 
and of God inthree perſons , to have been 
made ſoin Gods intendment three wayes:Man 
had this image in Nature, and doth deface it; 
he hath ir alſo in Grace here, and ſodoth re- 
freſh it; and he ſhall have it in Glorie hereafter, 
and that ſhall fix it, eſtabliſh it. And inevery 
of theſe three, in this Trinitie in man, Nature, 
Grace, and Glorie, man hath not onely the 
image of God, but the imageof all the perſons 
of the Trinitie, in every of his three ca- 
pacities. He hath rhe image of the Father, the 
image of the Sonne, the image of the holy 
Ghoſt, in nature; and all theſealſoingrace; and 
all theſe in glorie roo, How all theſe are in 
all, I cannot hope to handle particularly, not 
though I were upon the firſt grain of our ſand, 
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upon 
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upon the firſt dram of your patience, uponthe 
firſt flaſh of my ſtrength: But a clearerepeating 
of theſe many branches, that theſe things are 
thus, that all the perſons of the heavenly Tri- 
nitie are ( in their image) inevery branch of 
this humane Trinitie in man, may ( at leaſt 
muſt) ſuffice. | 2 

In nature then, man, that is, the ſoul of man, 
hath this image of God; of God , conſidered 
in his unirie, encirely, alrogether in this , that 
this ſoul is made of nothing, iproceeds of no- 
thing. All other creatures are made of that 
preexiſtent matter which God had made be. 
fore; ſo were our bodies too, but our ſouls of 
nothing: now not to be made arall, is to be 
God himſelf; onely God himſelf was never 
made. But to be made of nothing, to haveno 
other parent but God, no other element but 
.the- breath of God, no. other inſtrument 
but the purpoſe of God, this is to: be the | 
[image of God; for this is neareſt ro God 
himſelf ( who was never made at all ) to 
be made ofnothing. And then man (confider- 
ed innature) is otherwiſe the neareſt repreſen- 
tation of God too: for the ſteps which we | 
conſider, are foure; Firſt, Ee, Being; for ſome 
things have onely a being, and no life,as ſtones: 
Secondly, Yivere, Livine;for ſome things have 
life, and no ſenſe, as plants: and then thirdly, 
Sentire, Senſe; for ſome things have ſenſe, and 
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vs underſtanding ; which underſtanding and | 
reaſon 
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reaſon man hath with his. being, and-life, and 
ſenſe; and ſo is ina nearer ſtationto:God;then 
any creature, and a livelier image ofhim(who 
is the root of being) thenall they; becauſe man 
onely hath all the declarations of beings. Nay. 
if we conſider Gods erernitie, the ſoul of man 
hath ſuch an image of that, as that, though 
man had a beginning, which the originall., the 
etexnall God himſelf had not; yet man ſhall no 
more have an end, then the originall, the eter- 
nall God himſelf ſhall have.. And this image 
of eternitie,this poſt-meridian, this after-noon 
| eternitie,that is,this perpetuiticand after-ever- 
laſtingnefle is inman, meerly asa naturall man, 
withourany conſideration of grace: forthe re- 
_ | probate canno more die, thatis; come toino- 
thing, then the elec. Ic is bur of the naturall 
man that Theodoxet ſayes, A King built a citie, | 
and erected his flatue. in the niddeit of that citic, | 
that is, God made man, and' imprinted; his 
image in his ſoul. How will this. King take it 
( ſayes thar Father ) #0 have this ſtatue thrown. 
down? Every man doth ſo, ifhedo nor exalt 
his naturall faculties, if he do not hearken to 
the law written in his heart,1f he do not run,as 
Plato, or as Socrates, 'in the wayes of vertuous 
actions;he throws dowa the ſtatue ofthis King, 
he defaces the image of God. How would this 
King take it ( (ayes he ) if any other ſtatue, eſpeci- 
ally the flatue of his enemie ſhoald be ſet up in his 


place? Every man doth fo too, that embraces

falſe opinions in matter of doQtrine , or-falfe ap. ; 
pearances of happineſſe in matter of converſation; 0 
for theſe a naturall man may avoid in many caſes. | - 
without that addition of Grace which is offered ] 
tous as Chriſtians. That compariſon of other crea- : 
tures to man, which is intimated in Job, is-intend- 
cd but of the naturall man. There ſpeaking'of Be- 
hemoth, that is; of the greateſt of creatures, he 
fayes in our Tranſlation that Me is the. chief. of | Job 40.19. | 
the wayes of God : S. Hierom hath it, Principiums; atid 
others betore him, nitium viarum Deigthatwhen | 
God went the progteſle over the world in the cre. 1 
ation thereof, he did but begin, he did butſet out | 
at Behemoth, at the beſt of all ſuch creatures;#e.

Allthey were but Initium viarum,The beginning of | 
the wayes of God: but , Fins viarum, the. end of hs 
Journey , and the eve, the yeſpers of his Sabbath, 
wasthe making of man, even of the naturallman. 
Behemoth and the other creatures were 'veſtzg1a, 
ayes the School, Inthem we may ſee where:God 
hath gone; for all being is from God:and ſoevery 


thing that hath a being, hath fl/ationem veſtizii, a 
teſtimonie of Gods having paſſed that .way, :and 
called inthere: but man hath filiationem imagins, 
an expreſſion of his image; and doth the office of 
an image or picture, to bring him whom it repre- 
ſents, the more lively to our memories. Gods 
abridgement of the whole world was man ; re- | 
| abridge man into his leaſt volume, i pura natura- | 

{ia,as he is but meer man,and fo he haththe image | 


of God in his ſoul. 
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He hath it as God is confidered in his anivie;for 

as God-is, the ſoul of man is, indiviſibly, impar- 
tibly, one entire. And he hath it alſo as God is. 
\notified to us:in a Trinitie : foras there are three 
perſons intheeſlence of God; ſo arethere three 
faculties inthe ſoul of man. Theattributes, and! 
ſomekinde of ſpeculation of the perſons in the 
Trinitie, are, powerto the Father, wiſdometo'the 


| | Sonne,and goodneſfe ro the holy Ghoſt. And'the 
| threefaculties'ofithe ſoul have-the images of theſe 


three: the Vxdrrſtandivg is theiimage of the Fa- 
#her, chat is, Power; for no man exerciſes power,no- 
man -cangovern'well, withour-underſtanding the 
natures & diſpoſitions of them'whom hegoverns: 
and 'therefore- in rhisconſiſts- che power 'which: 
man hath-over'the creature, that man underſtands 
the nature of every creatuxe; for ſo Adam did 
when he named every creature according to the 


| nature thereof:andby this advantage of our under-.| 


ſtanding them, and;comprehending them, we ma- 
ſter them;and ſo,06liviſcuntur quod nate ſunt,ſayes. 
S: Ambroſe: the lion, the bear, the elephant, have 
forgot what they were born to; Induuntur quod jus 
bentny theyinveſtandput onſuchadiſpolitionand 
ſuch a nature as we enjoyn'them & appoint them: 
Serviunt #t famuli (as that Father purſues itele- 
gantly ) and, Yerberantur ut timidi; they wait upon

| Sonne, which is Wiſdome: for wiſdome is not ſo 


much in knowing, in underſtanding, as ineleQng, 
in chooſing, in aſfenting. No man needs ga out of 
himſelf, nor beyond his ownlegend,and the hiſto- 
rie of his ownaQtions for examples of that, That 
many times we know better,and chooſe ill wayes, 
Wiſdome is in chooſing or aſſenting. 

And then in the third facultic of the ſoul, the 
Memorie,isthe image of the third perſon, the holy 
Ghoſt, thar is, Goodneſſe. For to remember, to re- 
colle& our former underſtanding, and our farmer

capable of this firſt, this ſecular marriage. 

In which our ſecond conſideration is the action, 
Sponſabo; where the active is a kinde of paſſive: / 
will marrie thee, is, 1 will be married to thee; for 
we marrie not our ſelves. They are ſomewhat 
hard driven in the Romane church, when, making 
marriage a ſacrament, and being prefled by us | 
with this queſtion, If it be a ſacrament, who 
adminiſters it? whois the Prieſt? they are fain to 
anſwer, The Bridegroom and the Bride, he and 
ſhe are the Prieſt in that ſacrament. As marriage 
is a civil contra, it muſt be done ſo in publick, 
as that it may have the teſtimonie of men : as 
marriage isa religious contract, itmuſtbe ſodone, 
as that it may have the benediction of the Prieſt." 
In a marriage without teſtimonie of men, they | 
cannot claim any benefit by the Law; in a marri- 
age Without the benediction of the Pricſt, they | 
cannot claim any benefit of the Church: for how 
matrimonially ſoever, ſuch perſons as have _ 
| ried themſelves , may pretend to love and live 
rogether; yer all that love and all that life is but | 
a regulated adulterie, it 15 not marriage. | 
' Now this Inſtitution of marriage had 3 objeds : 
| Firſt, 1» uſtionem, it was given fora remedie againſt | 
| burning; and then, 7 prolems,for propagation,. for | 

children ; and laſtly , 7z adjutorium, for muruall; |

help. As we conſider it the firſt way, 1» uſtionem, 
every heating is nota burning; every naturall con- 
cupiſcencedoes not require a marriage: nay, every 
flaming is not a burning; though a man continue 
under the flame of carnall temptation, as long as. 
S. Pauldid, yet it needsnot come preſently to a 
| Sponſabo, 1 will marry. God gave S. Paul other 
- phylick, Gratia mea ſufficit , grace to ſtand under 
| that temptation: and S. Paul gave himſelf other 
phyſick, Contundo corpus, convenient diſciplines to 
tame his bodic. Theſe will keep a man from burn- 
ing; for, Uri, eſt deſideriis vinct, deſideria pati, il- 
luſtris eſt & perfetti : To be overcome by our concus 
piſcencies, that is to burn; but to quench that fire by 
religious wayes, that is a noble, that is a perfect work, 
When God,at the firſt inſtitution of marriage, had 
this firſt uſe of marriage in his contemplation, that 
itſhould be a remedie againſt burning, God gave 
\ man the remedie, before he had the diſeaſe : for 
| _ |marriagewas inſtituted inthe ſtate of innocencie, 

| whenthere was no inordinateneſſe in the affeions 
of man, and ſo no burning. But as God created 
Rheubarb in the world , whoſe qualitie is to 
purge choler, before there was any choler to 
purge: ſo God, according to his abundant for- 
wardnefſſe to dous good, created a remedie be- 
fore the diſeaſe, which' he foreſaw coming, was | 
come upon us. Let him then, thar rakes his wife 
in this firſt and loweſt ſenſe, 1» medicinam, but as 


his phyſick, yer make her his cordiall phyſick, rake 
| her to his hearr, and fill his heart with her ; lether 
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dwell there, and dwell there alone : and ſo they | 
will be mutuall antidotes and preſervatives to one 
another, againſt--all forrain temptations. And 
with this bleſſing bleſſe thou,O Lord,theſe whom 
thou haſt brought hither for this blefling : make | 
all the dayes of. their life, like this day unto them: 
and as thy merciesare new every morning , make 
them ſo to one another: and if they may not die. 
together, ſuſtain thou the ſurviver of them in that: 
ſad houre, with this comfort, that he that died 
for them. both, will bring them together again 
in his everlaſtingneſle. 

The ſecond uſe of marriage was, 71 prolificati- 
onem, For children: And therefore ( as S. Angu- 
ſine puts the caſe) tocontrad before , that they 
will have nochildren, makes it no marriage,butan 
adultery. To deny themſelves to one another, is as 
much againſt marriage, as to give themſelves to 
another. To hinder that by phyſick , or any other 
practiſe nay, to hinder that ſo farre,as by a de- 
liberate wiſh or prayer againſt children, conſiſts 
not well with this ſecond uſe of marriage. And 
yet inthis ſecond ufe we do not ſo much conſider 
generation, as regeneration;not ſo much procrea- 
tion, as education; nor propagation, as tranſplan. 
ration of children: for this world might be filled 
full enough of children, though'there were no mar- 
riage;bur heavencould not be filled, nor the places 
of the fallen angels ſupplied, withour that care of 
childrens religious education, which from parents 
in lawfull marriage they are likelieſt to receive.

We have a 
fearfull commination from God , upon a good 
man, upon E1;, for his not reſtraining the licenti- 
valine of his ſonnes : 7 will ds a thing in Iſrael, 
ſayes God there, at which both the cares of every 
one that heareth it ſhall tingle: and it was executed; 
Eli fell down, and broke his neck. ' We have alſo 
a promiſe of conſolationto women, for children: 
She ſhall be ſaved in childe-bearing, ſayes the Apo- 
le: but, as Chryſoſtome and others of the ancients 
obſerve and interpret that place ( which interpre- 


ſerint;nor, If ſhe,bur, If they,if the children continue 
in faith,and charitie, and holineſſe with ſobrietie. The 
ſalvation of the parents hath ſo much relation to 
the childrens goodneſle, as thar, if they be ill by 
the parents example or indulgence, the parents are 
as guilrie as the children.

 Thethird and laſt uſe in this inſtitution of ſe- 
cular marriage, was, 1 adjutorium , For mutuall 
help. There is no ſtate, no man in any ſtate, that 
needs not the help of others. Subjects need Kings; 
and if Kings do not need their ſubjects, they nee 
alliances abroad, and they need counſel at home. 
Even in paradiſe, where the carth produced all 


leave them. certainly rich,' Deums is relinque'debi- | 


things for life, without labour, and the beaſts 
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ſubmitted rhemſelves ro man, ſo that he had no 
outward enemiez and in the ſtate of innocencie in 
paradiſe, where, in'man , all the affetions ſub- 
mitted themſelves to reaſon,ſo that he had no in- 
ward enemicz yet God, inthis abundant paradiſe, 
and in this ſecure innocencie of paradiſe, even in 
the ſurvey of his own works, faw, that though all 
that-he had made, was good, yet he had not made 
all good; he found thus much defect in his own 
work, that man lacked an helper. Every bodie 
needs the help of others; and every good bodie 
does give ſome kinde of help to others. Even 
into the ark it ſelf, where God bleſſed them all 
with a powerfull and an immediate -proteQion, 
God admitted _ ſuch, as were fitted to help 
one: another, couples. In the ark, which was 
the type of our beſt condition in this life, there 
wasnot a ſingle perſon. Chriſt ſaved once one 
thiefat the laſt gaſp, to ſhow that there may be 
late repentances: but inthe ark he ſaved none -but 
married perſons, to ſhow , that he eaſes himſelf 
in making them helpers to one anothey.s And 
therefore when we come to the Poſus Dem adjuto= 
#inm mem, to relic upon God primarily for our 
helper; God comes to the Faciam tibi adjutorium, 
I will make thee a help like thy ſelf: not alwayes 
like in complexion, nor like in yeares, nor like in 
Srtune, nor like in birth; but like in minde, like in' 
diſpoſition, like in the love of God and of one 
another, or elſe there is no helper. It was no kinde 
of help, that Davids wife gave him, when ſhe 
ſpoke

all; the wife in the nature of the roof, to cover 
imperfections and weakneſles: the husband in the 
nature of the head, from whence all the finews 
flow; the wife in the nature of the hands, into 
which thoſe finews flow, and enable themto do! 
their offices : the husband: helps as legs ta her; 
ſhe moves by his motion: the wife helps asaſtaffe 
ro him; he moves the better by her affiſtance. 
And let this mutuall help be a part of our preſent 
benediction too: .[nall the wayes .of fortune, let 
his induſtrie help her; and inallthe croſles of for- 
rune, let her patience help him; and in all emer- 
gent occaſions and dangers, ſpirituall or tempo- 
rall, 0.

Now though there be properly no 
eternitie*in this '{ecylar martiage, nor in any thing 
in this world, (for eternitie is onely that which 
never had beginning, nor ever ſhall have end) yet 
we may confider #kinde of eternitie, a kinde of 
circle, without beginning, without end,even in this 
ſecular marriage: for firſt , marriage ſhould have 
' no beginning before marriage; no half marriages, 
no lending away of the minde in conditionall 
| precontradts before, no'lending away of the bo- 
die in unchaſte wantonneſle before. The bodie is 
the temple of the holy Ghoſt; and when two bo- 
dies by marriage are to be made one temple, the 
wife iS not as the-chancell, reſerved and ſhut up, 
and the man as the walks below, indifferent and at 


| libertie for every paſfenger. ' God in his'temple 


looks for firſt-fruits from both; that ſo, on both 
fides, marriage ſhould have fuch a degree of eter- 
nitie, as to have had no beginning of marriage be- 
fore marriage: It ſhoyld have this degree of cter- 
nitie too, this qualitie bf a circle, ro have no in- 
rerruption, no breaking in the way, by unjuſt ſu- 
ſpicions and jealouſies. Where there is ſpiritus 
immunditiei,as S. Paul calls. it, A ſpirit of unclean: 
weſſe, there will neceflarily be /p:ritus zelotypie, 
as Mofes calls ir, A ſpirit of jealpuſie. But to raiſe 
| the devil in the power of the devil, tocall up one

ſpirit by another ſpirit, by rhe' fpirit of jealouſie 
and ſuſvicion, to induce the ſpirit of uncleanneſſe 
where itwas not, if a man conjure up a devil ſo, 
God knows who ſhall conjure it down again. As 
jealouſfie is a care, and not a ſuſpicion, God is not 
aſhamed to proteſt of himſelf, that he is a jealous

God is jealous before there be any harm done:

Jea- 
loufie that implies care, and hononr, and counſel, 
and tenderneſle, is rooted in God; for God is a 
jealous God, and his ſervants are jealous ſervants, 
as S. Paul profeſſes of himſelf, 7 am. jealous over 
you with 4. godly jealouſie.

So then this ſecular marriage ſhould be 7» eter. 
um, eternall, for ever, as to have no beginning 
before, and ſo too, as to have 'no jealous interru- 

ption by the way; for it is {o erernall, as rhar it 

can have no end in this life. Thoſe whom God 

| hath joyned, no man, no devil can ſeparate ſo, as 

that it ſhall-not remain a marriage ſo farre,as that,

I pronounce not now, whether adulte- 
rie diſſolve marriage or no: It is S. Anguſtines 
wiſdome to ſay, When the Scripture « ſilent, let 
me be ſilent too : and I may go lower then he, and 
ſay, Where the Church i filent,let me be ſilent too; 
and our Charch is fo farre filent in this, as that 
it hathnot ſaid, that adulterie diſſolves marriage. 
Perchance then it is not the death of marriage; 
bur ſurely it is-a deadly wound, We have authours 
in the Romance church, that think Fornicationem 
#02 vagams , that ſuch an incontinent” life , as is 
limited to one certain perſon, is no deadly finne: 
bur there arenone,even amongſt them, that dimi- 
nith the crime of adulterie. Habere quaſi non habe- | 
res, is Chriſts counſel; to have a wife, as though 
thou hadſt none, that is, for continencie and tem- 
perance, and forbearance , and abſtinence upon 
ſome occafions. But, Nor habere quaſy haberes, is 
not ſo: not to have a wife, and yet have her ; to 
have herthat is anothers;this is the devils counſel.

Now for this judgement which we place in 
God, we muſt conſider in God three notions,three 
apprehenfions,three kindes of judgements. Firſt, 
God hath Judicium deteſtationts ; God doth natu- 
rally know, and therefore naturally deteſt all evil: 
for no man in the extreameſt corruption of nature 
is yet fallen ſo Gn to love orapproveevil, at 
the ſame time that he knows and ackhowledges it 
to be evil. But weare ſo blinde in the knowledge 
of evil, that we needed that great ſupplement 
and aſſiſtance of the Law it ſelf romake us know 
what was evil. Moſes magnihes, and juftly, the 
Law; Nox appropinquavit,ſayes Moſes, God came 
not ſo:ncare toany nation as to'the Jews: No ta- 


titer fecit, God dealt not fo well with any. nation | 
as with the Jews; and wherein? becauſe he had 


given them a Law: and yet weſce the greateſt di- |

ſome things are finnes- in a man now,. which will 
not be ſinnes in the ſame man to morrow; as when 
a man hath contracted a juſt ſcruple againſt any 


particular action, it is a finne to do it during the 
{cruple; and it may be a. finne in him to omit it, 
when he hath digeſted the {cruple. Onely God 
hath 7udicium deteſtationrs, he knows and therefore 
deteſts evil: and therefore flatter not thy ſoul with 
a Tuſh, God ſees it not; or, Tuſh, God cares not; 
doth ir diſquiet him, or trouble his reſt in heaven, |

Secondly, Chriſt judges no man by calumnic, | 
by imputing or laying falſe aſperſions upon him, | 
nor true things extrajudicially: for chat is a degree | 
of calumnie,and ſlander, and detraction, ſo large a | 
field, as that we may fight out the laſt drop of our | 
bloud, preach out the laſt gaſp of our breath, be- 
fore we overcome it. Thoſe to whom Chriſt 
01009 were ſuch as gave perverſe judge- 
ments$ and calumniated the cenſures upon him; 
and ſo he judges no man: we need nor inſiſt upon 
that, for it is manifeſte verum - but that we may 
ſee our danger and our dutie , whar calumnie is, 
and ſee how to avoid it adively, and how to bear 
ic paſſively, I muſt by your leave ſtop a little up- 
on it. 

When we would preſent to you that monſter, 
ſlander and calumnie, though it be hard to bring 
it within any compaſle of a diviſion, yet to take 
the largeneſſe of the School, and ſay that every 
calumnie is either dire&t or indire&, that will 
comprehend all; and then a dire& calumnie will 
have three branches; Either to lay a falſe and un- 
juſt imputation;Or elſe to aggravate a juſt imputa- 
tion with unneceſlaric, but heavie circumſtances; 
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Or thirdly, to reveal a fault which in it ſelf w 

fecret,and Fby no dutie bound to diſcover it. And 
then the indire& calumnie will have three branch- 
es too; Either to deny expreſſely ſome good that 
is in another;Or to ſmotherit in filence, when my 
reſtimonie were due to him, and might advanrage 
him; Or laſtly,to diminiſh his good parts, and ſay 
they are well, but not fuch as the world eſteems 


we are able todo)that he is a dixed calumniatour, 
that imputes a falſe crime, that aggravaterh a truc 
crime, that diſcovers any crime extrajudicially; 
Thar he is an indire& calumniatour, that denies 
another mans ſuficiencies,that conceals them,that 
diminiſhes them. Take in ſome of S. Bernards ex- 
|amples of theſe rules, that it is a calumnie to ſay, 
Doleo vehementer, TI am ſorie at the heart for fuch 
a man, becauſe I-love him, but I would never 
draw him from ſuch and ſuch vice; or to ſay, Per 
me n1nquam inxotuiſſet,l ſhould never have ſpoken 
of it; yer ſince all the world talks of ir, the truch 
' maſt not be diſguiſed; and ſo take occaſion to dif- 
cover a fault which no bodie knew before, and 
rhereby, as the ſame Father ſayes, Cum gravamine 
& tarditate aggredi maledicfionem , to cut a mans 
throat gravely and ſoberly, and ſo much the more 
 perſwafively, becauſe he ſeems and pretends ro do 


ic all againſt his will. This being the rule, and 


from the paſſive calumnie ? whom amongſt us 


hath not ſome other man calumniated? nay, who 
: is 


homie to be. . Collect them again ( for that is all ; 


this being the example, who amongſt us is free 
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| is free from the aQtive part? which of us hath not 
in ſome- of theſe degrees calumniated ſome 
other? 

But thoſe of whom Chriſt makes this exception 
here, that he judges no man as they judge, were 


[pakeſt againſt thy neighbour: as S. Auguſtine notes 
upon that place, Nor traxſitorie, now ſurreprionts 
paſfione, ſed quaſi ad hoc vacans; Not by chance 
and unawares, not in paſſion, becauſe he had of- 
fended thee ; not for companie, becauſe thou 
wouldſt be of their mindes, but as though thy 
profeſſion would bear thee out in it, to leave the 
cauſe, and lay an aſperſion upon the perſon, ſo 
thou art a calumniatour. They eat up my people like 
bread, as David ſayes in Gads perſon: and upon 
thoſe words of the ſame Prophet, ſayes the ſame 
Father, De ceteris, When we cat of any thing elſc, 
we taſte of this diſh, and we taſte of that.

| ſemper hoc olus, ſayes hez We do not alwayes eat 
of one ſallet, one meat, one kinde of fruit ; ſed 
ſemper panem ; whatſoever we eat elſe, we eat 
bread: howſoever they employed their thoughts 
or their wits otherwiſe, it was ever one exerciſe 
of them to calumniate Chriſt Jeſus. And in that 
kinde of calumnie, which is the bittereſt of all, 
they abounded moſt, which is,in ſcorn and deriſt- 
on. David and Fob, who were flander-proof in 
a good meaſure, yet every where complain paſh- 
onately , that they were made a ſcorn, that the

onely derived from a pure generation ; eſpecially
